WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—That the 
American Indian should be released 
as soon as possible from the paternal 
care of the United States government, 
now his guardian in virtually every- 
thing he does, was the opinion ex- 
pressed in the annual report from the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs submitted to 
Secretary of the Interior Fisher by 
Robert G. Valentine, until recently 
and made public to- 


The then commissioner voiced the 
hope that the day might be near 
“when the United States will finally 
have lifted its hands from Indian af- 
fairs, and all Indians in all respects 
will stand on m equal footing with all 
their fellow-Americans.” 

“With all the expedition compatible 
with the Indians’ welfare,” he added, 
“they should be made subject to the 
laws of their States and be taught to 
look to their local government in- 
stead of the national government. My 
conviction is that no possible ob- 
stacle should be placed in the way of 
the transformation of Indian affairs 
administered by the United States in- 
to the affairs of normal citizens un- 
der the ordinary jurisdiction of the 
States. 

“I do not suggest further authority 
for enlarged Federal jurisdiction over 
minor offenses on reservations. Im- 
portant questions of marriage and di- 
vorce illustrate difficult points, of 
which the only proper solution ap- 
pears to be education. of In lians, 
whether or not they are citizens, to 
comply with the laws of their 
States.” 

Progress during the vear in teach- 
ing the Indian to be sober and indus- 
trious, in educating him to be.a bet- 
ter farmer and mechanic, and in im- 
parting health principles, both as they 
apply individually and in the home, 
was reported.

SOCTALISM FIGHTING LABOR. 
THE ENGLISH PREDICAMENT. 


{Washington Post, ‘Jan. 5:}] The 
English labor party, which not lone 
since broke away from its alliance 
with the Liberals, the governing par- 
ty in Parliament, because the latter 
declined to go as far in the enact- 
ment of laws for the regulation of 
wages and the conditions of employ- 
ment as the laborites desired, now 
faces a formidable insurrection in its 
own ranks. The labor party leader- 
ship, which had grown too radical 


longer to work in harness with the 


Liberals, is pronounced to be too con- 
servative by the advanced Socialists | 
and is marked for defeat at the polls.

The home condition of the Indians 
is one of the most unsatisfactory fea- 
tures of the Indian problem, said the 
commissioner, for which reason spe- 
clal attention is being given to the 
instruction of Indian girls. The char- 
acter and efficiency of the training 
given to them must be improved, he 
said, because it is realized that for 
the girls more than for the boys, the 
instruction should be of an intensive 
form. Girls can be kept in school 
only for a few years after they have 
developed into womanhood, it was 
stated. 

The greatest investment the Indian 
service has, continues the report, its 
in the so-called retur i! students who 
have been away at tue larger schools 
and have returned to live at or near 
their home reservation. There are 
About 35,000 of these Indians, who 
represent an economic investment, it 
is estimated, of about $50,000,000. 
These students frequently are consid- 
ered merely trouble-makers by the 
superintencents of the reservadons, 
deciares the commissioner. The su- 
perintendents forget entirely, he adds, 
that this class of Indians protest 
against the order of things as they 
find it when they return to their res- 
ervations because “they have seen 
better things, but have nox quite 
found their own way to them. And 
I am sorry to say,” he continues, 
“that frequently the greatest obstacle 
to their finding their way lies in the 
government machinery and personnel 
itself. Every Indian school in the 
country should consider it a vital part 
of its daily work to keep track of the 
students who have attended it. These 
returned‘ students are the hope of the 
Indian problem. We would hardly 
think of spending a similar amount 
in training a race horse and then 
turn him loose under unfavorable 
range conditions te shift for himself.“ 

The property Interests of the In- 
dians constitute one of the greatest 
estates ever held in trust by any or- 
ganization, governmental or private, 
the report states. Including the 
lands, forests, water powers, minerals 
and funds held in tribal or individual 
ownership the principal held by the 
verument for the Indians amounts 
to $750,000,000; and the interest and 
annual rentals produce a total of 
$12,000,000. 

Indian art and the industries which 
produce if should be carefully pre- 
served, in the opinion of the com™is- 
sioner, the making of Navajo blank- 
ets, of the high grades of beadwork 
and basketry and of pottery should 
be fostered and preserved. 

NATIVE HANDICRAFT. 

Among the Pimas and Apaches in 
Arizona and some ot the tribes in 
California, as well as elsewhere, there 
are expert basket weavers who should 
be encouraged, he bays, while the 
$700,000 worth of blankets made 
annually by the Navajos constitutes 
their most important means of sup- 
port. He points to a woman basket 
weaver who made a basket which the 
merchant now owning it values at 
$1500, while she has sold other mas- 
terpieces for from $150 to $250,

BARLEY MAY DECLINE. 


— 


Rain Um Bring Easier Feeling. 
Supply of Wheat Shorter Than Us- 
Slicher. 

An easier feeling is expected in 
rolled barley prices with the advent 
of rain. The market is rather firm 
after the recent decline of 5 cents 
per hundred, and the price is about 
40 cents lower than last year at this 
time. 

This is probably due to the good 
supply in the State, for according to 
figures issued by the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, there were 
5,497,520 centals of barley remaining 
in California December 1, as com- 
pared with 3,750,789 centals the same 
date, 1911. The large crop in North- 
ern California was asserted to be part- 
ly the cause of the recent decline. 

The quantity in the State Decem- 
ber 1, was distributed as follows: 

In Southern California, 747,289 
centals; in San Francisco warehouses, 
Ste., 140,100 centals: on the west side 
of the Sacramento River, 1,204,820 
centals; on the east side of the river. 
384.260 centais; in the San Joaquin 
Valley, 642,980 centals; in the bay and 
Coast counties, near San Francisco. 
745,420 and 622,660 centals 
tively. 

According to the statistics of the 
Chamber of Commerce, there were 
1,876,620 centals of wheat in the State 
December 1, as compared with 2,- 
784,480 in 1911; 386.460 centals of 
oats, as compared with 552,660 in 
1911; 170,118 barrels of flour, as com- 
pared with 178,118 in 1911, and 34,- 
660 centals of rye, as compared with 
13,020. The quantity of wheat and 
oats remaining in the State was less 
December 1, than on that date since 
1908. Flour is about 20 cents higher 
than at this time last year, although 
declines have been registered occa-

Kiyoshi K. Kawakami, Author and 
Scholar, Entertained by Japanese- 


American Fraternity. 

The Japanese-American Fraternity 
gave a reception in honor of the 
noted author and scholar, Kiyoshi K. 
Kawakami, Friday evening at the 
residence of Dr. W. C. Stryker on 
West Fifth street.

HE DIES IN HARNESS,

Veteran Detective Stricken With 

Apoplexy—In His Time Arrested 

Many Notorious Crooks. 

Henry C. McKenzie, veteran mem- 
ber of the city detective bureau, and 
principal in several of the most sen- 
sational captures of criminals in po- 
lice rgcords, died yesterday at his 
home, No. 1426 Essex street, from an 
attack of apoplexy. 

His connection with the police de- 
partment of Los Angeles began in 
August, 1887, when he came from 
Springfield, Hi. On August 9 of that 
year he assumed patrol duties. In 
April the following year he was ap- 
pointed detective, but resigned a 


few mon later to accept the con- 


stabulary of Mojave, where he re- 
mained for five years. 

Returning to Los Angeles in 1893 
he was again given a place on the 
police force, and in June was ap- 
"33 r auoshrddt et W 
ice regulation. While & member of 
that department, he was leader of 


the party of detectives that arrested 


twenty-seven ex-conticts and crim- 
mals that had terrorized the city for 
a month, blowing banks and holding- 
up stores. The desperadoes were as- 
sembled.in one camp and their cap- 
ture, conducted by McKenzie, was one 
of the greatest victories for the police 
in the history of the city. 

Another sensational escapade in 
which McKenzle was principal was 
the arrest of four bank-safe blowers 
who were found dynamiting the vault 
of a mercantile house at Aliso and 
Alameda streets. With the help of 
the late Capt. Auble, McKenzie held 
the four bandits at bay while the re- 
serve force of the department was 
summoned to guard the quartette on 
the way to jail. , 

McKenzie was entitled to retire un- 

der the civil service regulations last 
June, but loved the excitement of the 
calling so thoroughly that he could 
not be induced to give up his star. 
He had never known sickness until 
five days before he died, and was over 
60 years old. 
He leaves a widow and two sons, 
Samuel and Clarence. The funeral 
will be held in the Robert Sharp 
chapel under the auspices of the po- 
lice department and the Maccabee 
Lodge, with interment in Evergrees. 
Cemetery. The bearers of the body 
will be his former working-mates, De- 
tectives Harvey Davis, Joe Ritch, 
Charles Jones, . Browning, Benja- 
min McCann aud Bdward King.

Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher

Among other 
things he said: 

— There never was a time when 
might made right. It has taken long 
ages, however, for the world to learn 
that physical force is not the greatest 
power in the world. We are just 
emerging in so-called Christian 
countries from the thought that 
physical power is the best means for 
the development of righteousness in 
the world. 

“We are passing from the day 
when questions of Justice and right 
are to be settled by an appeal to 
arms. It will not be many years be- 
fore the nations of the earth will 
recognize the absolute imbecility, not 
to say criminality, of war. All ques- 
tions of dispute will find their settile- 
ment in arbitration. Mind will su- 
persede matters and mental power 
will take the place of physical 
force. 

“This same process of evolution wil! 
be seen in every relationship in life. 
Capital and labor will soon see the 
wisdom of settling all their differences 
by arbitration. Men who believe in 
the higher law of re n will gradu- 
ally take the places of those who have 
looked upon force as the best method 
for advancing the interests of labor. 

“Jesus Christ recognized the su- 
premacy of mental power over physi- 
cal force when he said, ‘Ye shall know 
the truth ang the truth shall make 
you free.’ where did Jesus Christ 
advocate the use of force in the es- 
tablishment of his kingdom. 

“It is a good thing for all classes 
of people to learn that there is a 
mightier power in the world for the 
accomplishment of that which shall 
make for righteousness and the up- 
lift of humanity than physical force. 

“The endowment of the Holy Spirit 
upon the Christian to make him a 
power in the world will have several 


ffects: 

“JT. He will bear witness for Jesus 
Christ. There are people born dumb 
into the wprorid.

He preaches 
a positive gospel. He always appeals 
to the best there is in a man. 
“When Jesus said Blessed are the 
merciful.’ He undoubtedly uttered the 
most profoundly characteristic Chris- 
tian principle of the whole gospel of 
the new dispensation. It contains the 
very essence of the whole eternity of 
grace. Its depths are unfathomable, 
It is such a fine attainment that it is 
y misunderstood and mis- 
used. It is not the silly, maudlin and 
soft syrppathy of weakness.

1 presume Jesus knew 
that it is comparatively easy to be 
honest, just prudent and temperate, 
while to be merciful is one of the 
finest Christian arts of the human 
soul. It is a difficult grace. This 
grace begins where the others leave 
off. Mercy is justice and honesty at 
their best. It is an added attainment. 
It ts the surplus. It is the gift. It 
goes away oyer the line and refyses 
to measure. It gives what is needed 
not just what is due. Mercy is the 
heart of truth. warm, tender and 
sensitive. Mercy is seasoned with all 
the other graces. All the other vir- 
tues are attributes of mercy. Mercy 
is truth, justice and honesty at their 
full growth. Mercy is the fulfillment 
of all their hopes and promises. 
“A man is never so divine as when 
he is merciful. To retaliate is human, 
but to forgive ts divine. A man who 
is in a position to show mercy is 
sharing a divine privilege.

here are three things we are to 
remember about an alarm clock: You 
can make it subdued, so it won't 
wake up anyone else; you can set it 
for steady alarm, and it will ring 
once till it runs down; or you can set 
it a ‘repeat’ and it will repeat a vig- 
orous ring until the sleeper awakens. 
It shows us the kind of conscience 
men and nations need. The com- 
munity needs an alarm. It is continu- 
ously tempted to fall into evil ways. 
The conscience of a city needs to be 
set at ‘repeat’ and wound up hard. 
“The monstrous moral conditions of 
the resorts at Vernon will never be 
dealt with if the moral conscience of 
Los Angeles is set to ring a sub- 
dued alarm, but if our conscience is 
set at ‘repeat’ it will not give up, no 
matter how discouraging the waking 
up job seems. Within the city itself 
the community Hfe cannot be kept 
clean unless the alarm of conscience 
is kept wound up, ready to ring when- 
ever occasion requires and to repeat 
its ring until the moral menace shall, 
have been met. ;

Revelation ili-8: “I have set before 
thee an open door.” He said in part: 
“The first question one is moved to 
ask, and it is a very natural one 
under the circumstances, is ‘What is 
the open door?’ 

“To my mind ‘what’ is thes wrong 
word. I would move to strike out 
what and to substitute who, and 80 
form the question as to read, ‘Who 
is the open door?’ I do so, because 
our blessed Lord boldly proclaimed 
ee fact, ‘I am the door.’ The idea 

erefore of this Scripture becomes 
wondrously luminous when we re- 
member that we are thinking about 
a personality and not a thing. 

“The trouble with the average 
door is that only the favored few can 
pass through it. But the one thing 


Christ 4s that it is big enough for 
everybody. 

“Now the second important matter 
is the position of the door. That is 
made very plain by the text. 
set before thee an open door.’ 
denotes primarily hospitality so far 
as our reception at the home of Jesus 
is concerned. 
In the second place the open 
door signifies the accessibility of 
Jesus. He is not hard to find de- 
cause He is not very far from every 
one of us. You frequently meet with 
people who hesitate to enter upon 
business propositions because of he 
uncertainty of the risk.

OF EARTH. 
Dr. Edward Campbell, pastor off 
the First Presbyterian Church, 


preached yesterday on “The Sun- 
shine and Shadows.” He said in 
part: 

“At no time in the world's history 
has there been so much danger of 
man surrendering to the feeling that 
there is surrounding him forces that 
are so sowerful as to overmaster him.

These figures (statistical division of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce) prove that our total foreign trade 
this year will foot up a value of $4,200,000,- 
000, the highest yearly total we have ever 
reached. All records are broken this War, 
both in exports and imports. The increase 
in exports this year over last year is $307,- 
000,000, and $237,000,000 in imports, a total 
gain of $544,000,000. The fherease in im- 
ports occurred chiefly in raw materials for 
manufacturing, evidencing busy American 
factories. For the ten months ended Oc- 
tober (latest availdble exact detailed fig- 
ures) the increase in that import line alone 
was $100,000,000, or about 25 per cent. 
There was also a gain of $21,500,000 in the 
imports of articles partly manufactured 
for further use im ‘manufacturing, meaning 
still more work for our factories.

tardy delivery of materials and scarc- 
ity of skilled labor, and dimficultics 
through tnadequate terminal facilities, 
especially on the west coast of the 
Americas. The backwardness of prep- 
arations is a tribute to American en- 
gineering skill and especially to the 
personality of Col. George W. Goe- 
thals. Conversations with representa- 
tives from abroad—of foreign steam- 
ship utes othe: fereign in- 
terests, have shown cuting, the past 
ten anontas chat many in the mari- 
time werid were not prepared to ac- 
cept the announcement that the 
cana) would be formally opened at 
the beginning of 1915, and much less 
for the announcement that within 
about seven months it Will be possible 
to send ships through the canal to 
demonstrate that all its machinery is 
in smooth working order. 
It may be said that the tonnage 
which has been at home 
and abroad, and which will be com- 
pleted by the time the Panama Canal 
is in actual operation, though not 
specifically built In many instances 
for that purpose, with existing ton- 
nage, will fully suffice to meet new 
demands for ocean transportation 
which the canal may create at the 
outset. 
In the United States the most ex- 
tensive preparations have been made 
by the American-Hawailan Steamship 
Company, for which the Maryland 
Stee] Company is now building at 
Sparrow Point, Md., eight steamers, 
two of which, the Minnesotan and 
Dakotan, have been launched. These 
dient steamers are to be of 6600 
gross tong exact, 4000 net tons. a 
trifle over 400 feet in length, fifty- 
three feet beam and of eleven-knot 
epeed. The fleet of this company al- 
ready numbers steamers, 
and will thus, during 1914, be in- 
creased twenty-six steamers of 
175.900 gross tons, with a cargo ca- 
pacity of nearly 2,000,000 tons per 
annum, counting voyages in both di- 
rections. 


NEW STEAMERS. 
The firm of William R. Grace & Co.. 
whose established relations with the 
west coast of South America for 
many years have been an asset of the

IMMIGRATION. 

A considerable immigration from 
Southern Europe for the fruit and 
sugar lands of California and Hawaii 
and from Northern Europe for the 
farm lands of the northwest of the 
United States and Canada through 
the canal, probably must be provided 
for and doubtless has been considered 
in the extensive building programme 
being carried out in British and 
German yards. 

At the present time twenty oil 
tank steamers are building in the 
United States, ranging from 2000 tons 
to 6000 gross tons. Lloyds Society on 
July 1, was supervising the construc- 
tion of elghty-seven such vessels ag- 
gregating 479,000 tons, ten of which 
were 525 feet in length and 10,000 
tons The reasonable proximity 


of the Panama Canal and the facility 
with which this fuel ie loaded on 
steamers, insure the rapid increase in 
the building of tank steamers in the 
United States. It is probable too, that 
other types of sea-going barges for 
the transportation to the Isthmus 
bulk will be developed in ample time 
for the opening of the oil depots 
which it is understood the govern- 
ment will establish on the zone. 

The general conditions, accordingly, 
are more favorable for the develop- 
ment of American navigation than 
this generation has seen them and 
these conditions are fortunately es- 
tablished in ample time to make full 
preparation for the use of the 
Panama Canal.
